REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER. 

To  the  Education  Committee, 

Warwickshire  County  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1.  I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  School  Health 
Service  in  Warwickshire  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1946.  This  is  the  thirty-sixth 
report  since  school  medical  examinations  were  first  undertaken  in  1908. 

2.  As  in  recent  years,  the  Ministry  of  Education  ask  for  a  report  on  the  health  and  well 
being  of  school  children  during  1946,  and  on  any  special  features  of  interest  in  the  working 
of  the  School  Health  Service. 

3.  The  report  includes  for  the  first  time  complete  statistics  for  the  Borough  of  Nun¬ 
eaton  (Excepted  District),  the  Borough  of  Sutton  Coldfield,  previous  Part  III.  Authority 
now  together  with  certain  additional  parishes  a  Divisional  Executive  and  the  Borough  of  Leam¬ 
ington  Spa,  previous  Part  III.  Authority  now  included  in  the  Mid- Warwickshire  Division. 

4.  During  the  year  under  review  the  routine  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  has 
carried  on  as  in  previous  years.

8.  Periodic  Medical  Examination. 

Details  of  the  periodic  examinations  are  given  in  Table  I.  of  the  Statistical  Tables  in 
the  Appendix  of  the  Report. 

The  number  of  periodic  medical  examinations  carried  out  in  the  Schools  is  approximately 
the  same  as  in  1945.  Under  Special  examinations  the  figure  is  16,576,  which  is  an  increase 
of  1,206  over  the  1945  figure. 

In  the  Report  for  1945  it  was  pointed  out  that  in  accordance  with  the  Handicapped 
Pupils  and  School  Health  Regulations,  1945,  the  alterations  in  the  groups  of  children  to  be 
examined  meant  that  a  child  who  entered  a  Primary  School  and  went  right  through  to  a 
Grammar  School  would  be  examined  at  5  years  of  age  ;  at  10  years  of  age  and  again  at  any¬ 
thing  from  16  to  18  years  of  age. 

As  it  would  be  detrimental  to  children  if  eye  tests  were  left  until  the  10  year  age  group, 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  all  children  at  the  age  of  8  years  to  be  included  in  the 
periodic  medical  examination  for  vision  test  only. 

The  grand  total  of  examinations  was  28,841,  which  was  a  slight  increase  on  the  1945 
figure. 

In  the  Handicapped  Pupils  and  School  Health  Service  Regulations,  1945,  other  age 
groups  may  be  included  for  examination  by  the  Education  Authority  with  the  approval  of 
the  Minister  of  Education. 

With  regard  to  the  arrangements  for  holding  medical  examinations,  considerable  diffi¬ 
culty  is  experienced  in  completing  visits  to  all  schools  within  the  twelve  months.  The  reasons 
are  many  but  mainly  are — (a)  lack  of  suitable  accommodation  at  schools,  (b)  school  closures 
for  various  reasons,  (c)  non-uniformity  of  occasional  school  closures.  Head  Teachers  have 
been  co-operative  in  the  arrangements  for  the  medical  examinations  although  in  some  in¬ 
stances  the  Head  Teachers  did  not  welcome  the  upset  which  meant  either  the  emptying  of  a 
classroom  or  the  use  of  either  the  Head  Teacher’s  own  room  or  the  Staff  room. 

When  the  revised  medical  record  is  introduced  a  Special  Card  will  be  kept  at  the  School 
by  the  Head  Teacher  containing  information  of  the  examination  of  each  child  by  the  Assistant 
School  Medical  Officer,  with  any  special  recommendations.  This  I  am  sure  Head  Teachers 
will  welcome,  and  will  no  doubt  help  to  establish  a  closer  co-operation  between  the  Head 
Teachers  and  the  School  Medical  Department.

Section  48  (3) — Medical  Treatment  of  Children  in  attendance  at  Maintained  Schools. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  work  in  connection  with  hospital  treatment  has  made 
great  strides.  Weekly  returns  are  now  received  in  respect  of  children  treated  as  out-patients 
and  daily  returns  in  respect  of  children  admitted  as  emergency  cases.  In  addition  reports 
are  now  being  submitted  by  the  hospitals  on  the  discharge  of  each  child  from  hospital.  This 
information  is  entered  on  the  child’s  Medical  Record  Cards  and  is  proving  extremely  valu¬ 
able  to  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  at  subsequent  examinations.  The  first  complete 
return  on  this  work  has  been  compiled  for  the  year  under  review  and  shows  that  5,653  indi¬ 
vidual  children  were  dealt  with — 2,506  as  in-patients  and  3,147  as  out-patients. 

Circular  102  from  the  Ministry  of  Education  (9th  May,  1946)  was  a  great  help  in  com¬ 
pleting  arrangements  for  payments  to  the  hospitals  and  is  working  satisfactorily.  When  this 
Circular  came  into  operation  it  enabled  payments  to  be  made  to  hospitals  from  the  operation 
of  Section  48  (3) — April  1st,  1945.  This  involved  an  immense  amount  of  correspondence  and 
work  in  recording  back  cases  and  making  certain  that  hospital  claims  were  relative  only  to 
children  attending  maintained  schools  as  from  April  1st,  1945. 

In  accordance  with  Section  78  (2)  of  the  Education  Act,  1944,  the  facilities  provided  under 
the  School  Health  Service  were  extended  to  children  attending  Independent  and  Private 
Schools. 

Section  54 — Louse  Infestation  ( Table  V.  of  the  Appendix). 

Under  this  Section  power  is  given  to  ensure  cleanliness.  The  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officers  and  the  County  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  have  been  approved  by  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Committee  to  be  the  persons  who  shall  carry  out  examinations  of  person  and  clothing 
of  school  children. 

From  the  following  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  School  Nurses  during  the  year  under 
review  shewed  an  increase  in  the  number  of  examinations  of  children  as  compared  with  1945.

In  a  number  of  districts  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  reaching  treatment  centres  the  School 
Nurses  have  provided  the  parents  with  the  appropriate  lotion  and  given  instructions  so  that 
treatment  could  be  carried  out  in  the  home.  In  addition,  parents  are  encouraged  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  fine  metal  comb  to  remove  the  ova.  In  necessitous  cases  the  combs  are  supplied 
free  of  cost. 

During  the  year  the  four  Treatment  Centres  continued  to  function.  At  these  Centres 
special  persons  are  employed  to  remove  nits  and  kill  the  pediculii.

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Nutrition. 

A  record  of  the  children  examined  is  given  in  Table  II.  of  the  Appendix.  From  this 
table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  classification  of  the  nutritional  standard  of  the  children  shews 
a  steady  improvement,  some  94%  of  the  children  being  shewn  as  normal  in  nutrition  as 
against  89%  in  1945  and  86%  in  1944. 

This  continued  gratifying  improvement  bears  out  the  statement  made  in  the  report  for 
1945,  that  the  provision  of  milk  and  meals  to  the  children  is  a  contributory  factor.  The 
standard  of  living  did  not  improve  during  the  year  under  review  and  the  provision  of  milk 
and  meals  to  the  children  therefore  made  up  to  some  extent  the  deficiencies  at  home.  Other 
factors  which  have  no  doubt  helped  children  are  the  foods  and  vitamin  supplements  provided 
on  the  prescription  of  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  Education  Act,  1944,  imposed  a  duty  on  Education  Authorities  to  provide  an  effi¬ 
cient  milk  and  meals  service,  and  much  is  being  done  to  expand  the  service  even  with  hin¬ 
drance  due  to  post-war  shortages  and  restrictions.  When,  however,  it  is  possible  to  provide 
a  hundred  per  cent,  service  in  this  respect,  the  nutritional  figures  should  then  show  the 
full  benefits  the  children  are  receiving. 

Skin  Disease. 

Ringworm. 

115  cases  of  Scalp  Ringworm  were  recorded  as  against  75  in  1945  and  27  in  1944.  In 
addition  38  cases  of  body  ringworm  were  recorded  as  against  27  in  1945  and  94  in  1944. 

The  increase  shewn  in  the  incidence  of  Scalp  Ringworm  is  due  to  an  outbreak  which 
occurred  in  the  northern  part  of  the  County  in  the  latter  part  of  1945,  and  which  still  per¬ 
sisted  in  the  early  part  of  1946. 

All  cases  have  been  treated  by  X-ray  therapy  and  at  the  close  of  1946  only  10  cases  were 
still  under  treatment. 

Human  ringworm  of  the  scalp  is  a  serious  problem  and  for  its  early  detection  and  pre¬ 
vention  of  spread,  a  much  wider  use  of  Wood’s  light  in  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  School 
Clinics  is  desirable. 

Impetigo. 

126  cases  were  recorded  as  against  256  in  the  previous  year. 

Prevention  of  this  skin  disease  lies  in  general  cleanliness,  particularly  with  regard  to 
vermin,  the  nails,  the  cleansing  of  the  sebaceous  orifices  with  soap,  and  the  prevention  of 
friction. 

PLANTAR  WARTS. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Plantar  Warts  notified. 

FINDINGS  OF  PERIODIC  MEDICAL  EXAMINATION. 

Visual  and  External  Eye  Defects  (Table  III). 

During  the  year,  4,238  children  were  referred  to  the  eye  clinics  as  against  2,727  in  the 
previous  year.  Of  this  number,  1,917  were  recommended  to  wear  glasses  and  1,496  actually 
obtained  them. 

In  the  previous  report  it  was  mentioned  that  there  was  a  general  improvement  in  the 
materials  available  for  providing  glasses  and  that  this  should  be  reflected  in  the  next  year’s 
statistics  shewing  an  improvement  in  the  ratio  of  those  advised  treatment  to  those  who 


obtained  it.  The  following  figures  confirm  this  : —

There  were  111  cases  of  external  eye  disease  as  against  99  in  the  previous  year.  The 
111  cases  included  Conjunctivitis,  Blepharitis,  Corneal  opacities  and  other  conditions. 

The  strength  of  the  part-time  ophthalmic  Staff  remains  the  same  and  every  endeavour 
is  made  to  keep  the  treatment  side  of  the  work  up  to  date. 
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The  following  particulars  from  the  register  of  defective  vision  cases  gives  the  number  of 
cases  continuing  treatment,  and  does  not  include  new  cases  at  present  on  the  waiting  list 
for  their  first  refraction.

Squint. 

Children  suffering  from  Squint  who  require  operative  treatment  are  referred  to  the  Birm¬ 
ingham  and  Midland  Eye  Hospital ;  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital  ;  the  Warne- 
ford  Hospital,  Leamington  Spa  ;  the  Nuneaton  General  Hospital,  Nuneaton,  and  the  Hos¬ 
pital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby. 
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In  addition  squint  clinics  are  held  in  Leamington  Spa,  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire 
Hospital,  Coventry  ;  the  Nuneaton  General  Hospital  and  the  Birmingham  and  Midland  Eye 
Hospital. 

Orthoptic  exercises  have  a  real  place  in  ophthalmology.  It  is  important  to  direct  attention 
to  the  two  separate  and  distinct  aspects  of  the  problem  of  squint — the  functional  and  the 
cosmetic.  It  is  a  relatively  easy  matter  to  operate  upon  a  squint  and  achieve  a  cosmetically 
satisfactory  result  ;  but  only  by  the  merest  chance  would  such  a  result  carry  with  it  the  effect 
of  converting  the  previously  functionally  one-eyed  patient  into  a  functionally  two-eyed  one, 
possessing  binocular  vision  with  all  its  advantages  of  visual  depth.  Further,  the  chance  of 
the  cosmetic  result  remaining  permanent  throughout  life  is  considered  to  be  infinitely  greater 
and  it  is  here  that  the  value  of  orthoptic  exercises  is  realized  ;  given  in  suitable  cases  before 
operation  to  stimulate  the  binocular  faculty,  and  afterwards  to  educate  it,  they  form  a  most 
valuable  adjunct  to  Surgical  treatment. 

The  Orthoptist  reports  that  children  on  the  whole  attend  regularly  and  work  well  with 
the  exercises  and  other  training.  It  is  regretted  that  difficulties  of  transport  stopped  a  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  from  attending. 

Nose  and  Throat  Defects  (Table  III). 

1,325  children  as  against  884  children  in  the  previous  year  received  treatment  for  un¬ 
healthy  tonsils  and  adenoids  under  the  Authority’s  Scheme. 

There  is,  however,  a  considerable  waiting  list,  due  chiefly  to  shortage  of  hospital  beds, 
which  is  in  turn  the  result  of  the  shortage  of  nurses. 

4  children  received  treatment  for  other  nose  and  throat  conditions. 

Aural  Consultative  Clinic  Service. 

The  Aural  Clinic  established  at  the  Warneford  Hospital,  Leamington  Spa  in  1943  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  held  regularly  at  monthly  intervals  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  under  review  two  further  clinics  were  established  at  Nuneaton  and 
Rugby. 

The  total  number  of  children  referred  for  consultation  to  the  three  clinics  was  670. 

The  majority  of  the  children  seen  at  the  Clinics  were  recommended  for  removal  of  tonsils 
and  adenoids,  but  there  were  a  number  referred  for  operative  treatment  for  infected  nasal 
sinuses  and  mastoid  operations. 

Several  cases  of  deafness  were  referred  to  Warwick  Hospital  for  audiometer  tests. 

Many  of  the  cases  of  deafness  were  attributed  to  have  as  the  causal  factor  “  the  very 
prevalent  nasal  catarrh,  not  always  associated  with  adenoids.”  It  is  considered  that  in  a 
great  many  cases  the  trouble  is  due  to  the  lack  of  nasal  hygiene  which  should  be  helped  by 
instruction  at  home  and  in  school. 

Tuberculosis. 

Three  definite  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  discovered  during  the  course  of 
routine  medical  examination  and  15  doubtful  cases  were  referred  for  observation.  6  cases 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  referred  for  treatment  and  22  were  referred  for  observa¬ 
tion. 


The  non-pulmonary  cases  consisted  of  tuberculosis  of  the  bones,  joints,  peripheral  glands 
and  abdomen. 

The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  have  used  the  Tuberculin  Patch  Test  in  a  number 
of  suspected  cases.  This  Test  is  carried  out  to  ascertain  the  tuberculous  sensitivity  of  children. 
The  test,  which  is  simple,  harmless  and  painless,  consists  of  fixing  two  patches  of  plaster  to 
the  child’s  back,  one  of  which  is  treated  with  Tuberculin,  so  that  the  reaction  of  the  child’s 
skin  could  be  tested  against  the  other  patch,  which  was  a  control.  A  second  visit  has  to  be 
paid  to  the  child  in  approximately  48  hours,  when  the  patches  are  removed  and  the  reaction 
read  and  recorded.  The  results  are  graded  into  four  classes  of  reaction — Plus  1,  Plus  2,  Plus 
3  and  Plus  4,  the  latter  being  the  most  severe. 
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Arrangements  are  made  to  refer  all  positive  reactions  to  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

With  regard  to  the  children  referred  through  this  scheme  it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to 
report  that  none  of  the  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  active  pulmonary  tubercul¬ 
osis. 

There  is  particularly  close  co-operation  between  the  Tuberculosis  Department  and  the 
School  Health  Service  in  dealing  with  such  children. 

Heart  Disease  and  Chorea. 

The  incidence  of  organic  heart  disease  in  children  is  an  index  to  juvenile  rheumatism. 
During  the  year  under  review  7  children  were  recommended  for  treatment  and  109  were 
referred  to  be  kept  under  observation.  These  figures  give  an  incidence  of  .01.  In  addi¬ 
tion  only  14  cases  of  Chorea  were  recorded,  4  of  which  were  referred  for  treatment  the  re¬ 
maining  10  being  kept  under  observation. 

The  progress  of  cardiology  during  the  past  20  years  has  been  both  noticeable  and  satis¬ 
factory.  A  great  deal  of  research  work  has  been  done,  much  of  which  was  concerned  with 
diagnosis  and  treatment  and  has  already  benefited  many  patients,  but  much  more  remains 
to  be  done.  Nowhere  does  this  apply  with  greater  emphasis  than  in  the  case  of  Rheumatic 
Fever.  The  County  should  be  aware  of  the  immensity  of  this  problem,  which  concerns  a  scourge 
that  cripples  such  a  number  of  our  young  population.  Compulsory  notification  of  the  infec¬ 
tion  is  the  first  step  in  this  research  and  is  long  overdue. 

Infectious  and  Contagious  Disease. 

The  following  table  shews  the  numbers  notified  during  the  year  under  review  by  Head 
Teachers  of  children  reported  either  to  be  suffering  from  or  who  were  excluded  from  school 
on  account  of  an  infectious  disease  : —

The  mobile  van,  kindly  presented  by  Lady  Bird,  which  makes  a  tour  of  the  rural  dis¬ 
tricts  in  the  County  every  two  months,  is  doing  very  good  work  by  reaching  children  in  the 
very  isolated  areas  who  would  find  it  difficult  to  attend  a  recognised  Clinic  or  Child  Welfare 
Centre. 

It  is  clear  from  experience  that  a  highly  immunised  community  is  not  entirely  safe 
against  a  very  virulent  type  of  organism.  It  is  also  clear  that  immunisation  is  of  limited  value 
unless  it  is  maintained  by  boosting  doses  at  regular  intervals  during  the  whole  of  school  life. 

In  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge  it  is  suggested  that  the  normal  immunising  course 
in  infancy  should  be  followed  by  a  boosting  of  selected  Antigen  and  in  accordance  with  a  circular 
letter  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  steps  have  been  taken  to  do  this  and  a  big  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  “  Boosters  ”  will  be  recorded  in  the  returns  for  1947.

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  work  of  the  County  Physiotherapists  still  continues  to  increase, 
but  it  does  not  give  any  indication  of  the  work  left  undone. 

The  after-care  treatment  of  children  is  an  important  part  of  the  orthopaedic  work,  but  it 
is  not  easy  to  carry  out  owing  to  transport  difficulties,  consequently  the  postural  type  of  case, 
in  which  a  great  deal  of  supervision  of  special  exercises  is  necessary  to  obtain  a  good  result, 
is  often  not  adequately  treated.

In  addition  to  the  figures  shewn  in  the  above  Table  in  respect  of  Educationally  Sub- 
Normal  Children  there  were  children  examined  and  notified  to  the  Local  Authority  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  terms  of  Section  57  (3)  of  the  Education  Act,  1944. 


Paediatrics. 

During  the  year  under  review  special  cases  have  been  referred  to  the  County  Paediatrician 
by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers. 

The  consultations  are  carried  out  at  either  Warwick,  Nuneaton,  Rugby  and  Stratford- 
on-Avon  E.M.S.  Hospitals. 

It  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  give  more  details  in  the  next  report. 

In  a  number  of  cases  the  County  Paediatrician  recommended  admission  to  either  Boarding 
Open-Air  Schools  for  delicate  Children  or  to  Convalescent  Homes,  and  the  appropriate  action 
was  taken  through  the  County  Education  Officer. 

Educationally  Sub-Normal  Children. 

On  reference  to  the  Table  of  Handicapped  Pupils  it  will  be  seen  that  fifty  per  cent,  of 
handicapped  children  fall  in  the  category  of  Educationally  Sub-normal. 

There  has  for  some  years  been  great  difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining  vacancies  for 
these  children  at  Special  Schools.  The  duty  to  provide  such  Special  Schools  is  now  statutory 
but  in  view  of  present  day  circumstances  it  is  difficult  to  visualise  how  long  it  will  be  before 
it  is  possible  either  to  provide  further  schools  in  different  parts  of  the  country  or  even  establish 
one  in  the  administrative  area  of  this  County. 
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Child  Guidance. 

The  following  brief  figures  give  an  indication  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  under 
review.  The  figures  refer  only  to  those  children  who  actually  attended  the  clinics  for  therapy 
as  instructed.  There  were,  however,  a  few  cases  who  though  referred  and  on  whom  some 
preliminary  work  was  done,  did  not  complete  treatment. 

The  total  number  of  children  who  attended  was  74  and  they  made  400  attendances.

This  Hostel  is  for  Difficult  Boys  and  is  administered  by  the  County  Education  Officer. 
The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  pays  periodical  visits  to  see  the  boys. 

The  Hostel  was  fully  occupied  throughout  the  year  and  is  undoubtedly  doing  very  useful 
work  for  the  maladjusted. 

Speech  Therapy. 

Miss  Beth  Carr,  Part-time  Speech  Therapist,  continued  to  hold  weekly  Speech  Clinics 
in  Leamington  Spa  and  Rugby  until  September,  1946,  when  a  whole-time  Speech  Therapist 
was  appointed.  During  the  remaining  three  months  of  the  year  Clinics  were  established  at 
Warwick,  Nuneaton,  Stratford-on-Avon  and  Sutton  Coldfield.  Details  of  the  work  will  be 
given  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1947. 

The  types  of  cases  referred  to  these  Clinics  are  Stammering,  Dyslalia,  Idioglossia,  Cleft 
Palate  and  various  combinations  of  these  defects. 

Provision  of  Meals  in  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools. 

During  the  year  under  review  an  average  of  19,309  meals  were  being  provided  daily  in 
the  schools  as  against  15,680  in  1945,  8,366  in  1944,  5,737  in  1943,  and  3,576  in  1942.  This 
represents  40.9%  of  the  children  in  attendance  as  against  31.3%  in  1945.  During  the  year  a 
further  21  canteens  have  been  established  in  schools  bringing  the  number  to  a  total  of  181 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Milk  in  Schools. 

The  Summary  of  returns  from  Head  Teachers  shews  that  during  the  year  an  average  of 
44,165  children  was  recorded  as  actually  receiving  milk  in  schools  as  against  35,193  in  1945. 
This  represents  93.5%  of  the  children  in  attendance. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  a  very  definite  increase  in  the  provision  of  both  meals 
and  milk,  especially  when  it  is  realised  that  progress  in  this  matter  in  a  rural  county  with 
many  small  schools  is  a  much  greater  problem  than  in  urban  areas. 

As  I  have  already  stated  in  this  report  in  dealing,  with  nutrition,  I  am  convinced  the 
provision  of  meals  and  milk  has  played  a  prominent  part  in  securing  the  high  standard  of 
nutrition  recorded. 

Dental  Service. 

Table  IV.  in  the  Appendix  of  this  Report  gives  particulars  of  the  work  carried  out. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  find  that  the  high  ratio  of  fillings  to  extractions  of  permanent 
teeth  continues.  . 

Emergency  Dental  Treatment. — In  areas  within  reasonable  access  of  a  fixed  clinic  children 
requiring  urgent  treatment  between  routine  dental  visits  are  treated  at  special  emergency 
clinics  held  on  a  Saturday  morning. 

In  those  areas  where  such  arrangements  are  not  available,  children  are  referred  for  treat¬ 
ment  to  private  dental  practitioners. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Crossley,  who  was  appointed  Senior  Dental  Officer  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  the  Handicapped  Pupils  and  Medical  Services  Regulations,  1945,  took  up  his  ap¬ 
pointment  on  1st  January,  1947.
